24. The Moderator was given $10.00 for his ser- 


vices and the Clerk was allowed $15.00. 

25. Called on Presbyteries to report. When 
Brother U. L. Peacock reported that Elders O. J. 
Denny, C. A. Davis, Sam MeMillon, Deacons A. G. 
Yarbough, R. F. Strange, Frank Foster, J. A. Wil 
liams and himself met with the church at Salisbury 
on the first Sunday in October, 1925, and ordained 
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Brethren H. 8. Williams and D. P. Broadway to the 
work of the ministery, and C. B. Owen to the office 
work of Deacon.

May, 1926, and it was agreed to continue to hold such

CIRCULAR LETTER 


To the Ministers, Messengers, and Brethren who may compose the 10Ist. 
sitting of the Abbott’s. Creek Association—GREETING :—
